WASHINGTON, June 21.—House- 
wives will have to revise their cook 
books with their 
stead prohibition enforcement law as 
now drawn becomes law and is in- 
terpreted literally. 

Section 19 provides that it shall be 
unlawful to possess “any formula 
directions or recipes for making in- 
toxicating liquor.’’ Practically all 
cook books tell how to make bever- 
ages ofa mildly stimulating charac- 
ter, like the prime household favor- 
ite, blackberry cordial, that fall with- 
in the definition of “intoxicating 
liquor’’ as anything containing one- 
half of 1 per cent of alcohol. 

Section 19 also strikes a fatal blow 
at the hopes of those who have been 
filing away recipes for converting-po- 
tatoes and carrots into “old reliable.

On June 12, a lone robber held up 
the State Bank at Neelysville, Mo, 
compelled four bank officials and a 
former Deputy Sheriff to hold up 
their hands, and took $2800. The 
tormer Deputy Sheriff, Ralph Abevr- 
nathy, identified Emmons yesterday 
as the robber, and he was taken las? 
night to Poplar Bluff. 

According to the information given 
by Mrs. Emmons, her husband ar- 
rived in Moark in the early part of 
last week, arriving on a horse whith 
he had ridden so hard that it was 
lame. Officers declare he stole the 
horse from a farmer at Corning, 
Ark. He was penniless, his wife said, 
and pleaded with her to return to 
him. She refused, and he departed. 

Suddenly Becomes “Rich.” 

He returned on the following Sat- 
urday, according to Mrs. Emmons, 
and displayed two revolvers and a 
large sum of money, begging her to 
be reconciled with him now that he 
was “rich.’’ She refused again. and 
he went away. Later he wrote to 
her from St. Louis, repeating that he |! 
was “rich,” and asking her to write 
to him under the name of “William 
Harding,” at the McLaren Postoffice. 
St. Louis. 

In the meantime, word of the Nee- 
leyville robbery reached Moark, 
which is but a short distance from 
the Missouri town. Mrs. Emmons 
Promptly added two and two, and 
communicated her suspicions to City 
Marshal A. C. Bairus and Constable 
L. V. Ruff of Corning, who arrived 
here Thursday. They were joined by 
city detectives. At the McLaren Sta- 
tion they learned that “William 
Harding” lived at 9303 
drive. 

Break Suddenly Into Room. 

The officers, learning that the sus- 
pect was at home and ina certain 
room, burst suddenly through the 
door and seized him before he could 
move. One of them hugged him tight- 
ly, while another searched him for 
weapons.

Its conclusions are reached \by 
hard-headed business men, who are 
in touch with all sections of the 
country, and who do not speak f 
political effect or to promote pri- 
vate or special interests. 


If there was a prospect, as somo) 
business men seem to think, that 
prices are soon to fall, the Federal 
Reserve Board would be aware of 
that prospect. If, as the hesitators 
say, materials will soon be so much 
cheaper that it will pay to wait, 
the Federal Reserve Board would 
be in duty bound to give the busi- 
ness community some such advice.

A WONDERFUL WAR BOOK. 
HE most beautiful specimen of 
T the bookmaker's art brought | 

ry Farre's “Sky Fighters of France. 
Farre, who about a year ago, visited 
the United States, was throughout | 
the great conflict, the official pain- 
ter of the French Aviation Section. 
An observer himself, he not only was 
ossociated intimately with all the 
flyers who served France, but he also 


made frequent flights himself on 
bombing expeditions. Many of the, 


incidents he painted were actually | 


witnessed by him while his rec ord of | 
the others, as preserved on canvas, | 
is based upon fully authenticated evi- | 
dence. Everything in his pictures) 
is “just right,’ because the painter | 
knew all about his subject. | 

The frontispiece, in colors, of the) 
volume is the Lieutenant's now fam- 
ous drawing of Guynemer, and 20 of 
Farre’s best paintings are reproduced 
in black and white. Farre’s text 
has been. excellently Englished by 
Catherine Rush. Among the draw- 
ings are two fine portraits of two 
notable American “Aces,” who served | 
in the Lafayette Escadrille before 
America entered: the waf-—Willlam 
Thaw and Raoul Lufberry. The lat- 
ter perished on the field of honor 
while fighting under his own coun- 
try’s colors. 

Recause of Farre’s long and inti- 
mate association with the flying he- 
roes, his stories about them have an 
unusual charm and interest. He is 
able to show us the men as they real- 
ly were. -The book abounds in re- 
ports of intimate conversations such 
as the men would have had with no 
other writer not known to them so 
well. His descriptions of their ex- 
ploits are first-hand, made all the 
more thrilling because of the sim- |

Whenever pilots merited this dis- 
tinction, their machinists called them 
Aces, which has the same significa- 
tion among the pilots as the ace card 
has in a game of cards; that is to 
say, the strongest card, and this is 
the etymology of the word ‘ace,’ of 
which many persons are ignorant. 
This title has nothing official, and 
it sprung from the slang of the ma- 
chinists, but that does not prevent 
it from being quoted in all languages 
and in every country in the world.” 

Naturally, much of Lieut. Farre's 
book is devoted to Guynemer, the 
beau-ideal of French aviation. Par- 
ticularly impressive is his story of 
the last citation—the 26th—of thea 
hero. There was a photographic 
observer, Henry Duval, who had 
flown many times with Guynemer.
